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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 -2,7-1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Glass 2,702,547. 

Glass discloses a cartridge (4) for a fluid which comprises a cylindrical tank (5) 
having an opening adapted to admit and discharge fluid relative to the tank, the tank 
having a first longitudinal section and a second longitudinal section adjoining the first 
longitudinal section as seen in Figures 1-3, a piston (19) movable in a longitudinal 
direction toward and away from the opening to pump a fluid through the opening into or 
out of the tank, a connection element (29) adapted to engage an actuator (77) for 
moving the piston in the longitudinal direction, the connection element being adapted to 
mechanically interact with the actuator to produce a positive fit therewith, the connection 
element being movable back and forth between the first and second longitudinal 
sections of the tank so as to be alternatingly disposed in and engaging the first 
longitudinal section and disposed in an engaging the second longitudinal section as 
seen in Figures 1 and 2, and the second longitudinal section having a shape that forces 
the connection element to interact with the actuator to produce the positive fit when the 
connection element is in the second longitudinal section and the first longitudinal section 
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having a shape that automatically releases the positive fit when the connection element 
is in the first longitudinal section (col. 3, II. 45-55 onto col. 4, II. 1-81), a connection 
bushing as seen in Figure 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 5/31/2006 have been fully considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
